Such violence is not new to central La Paz. I remember that a block 
away from Radio Illimani and in front of the presidential palace was a 
1940s style lamppost that merited a 24 hour military guard. In 1947, 
rioters drug the country's then dictator out of the presidential 
palace and lynched him from that lamppost. From what I've read, he 
probably deserved what he got, but the Bolivian army didn't take it 
too well, so the lamppost became a shrine. The presidential palace is 
called the "Palacio Quemado", or "Burnt Palace" for what should be 
obvious reasons. During the successful 1952 revolution, Radio Illimani 
was quickly captured and became the rebels’ communications center as 
fighting continued just two blocks away for three more days. For more

Irish Christian Broadcasters (ICB) who are responsible for 
retransmitting various UK Christian radio stations such as UCB and 
Cross Rhythms in Ireland, have decided to permanently cease such re- 
broadcasts. They are now in the process of building their own high- 
tech studios and hope to be able to put their own programmes on air 

24 hours a day as soon as possible (it is possible however that ICB 
may purchase some programming from UK broadcasters once licenced). The 
new station will be similar to the UCB network in its format (but 
still independent) though based in Ireland and purely for and about 
Ireland. 


Two radio stations are planned: The first one will be a family 
Christian radio station similar to the old UCB Europe, consisting of 
Adult Contemporary Christian Music/Christian Inspirational music 
especially that originating from Irish artists, coverage of Irish 
Christian events and activities, plus Christian news, information, 
encouragement and teaching with a particular focus on that from the 
Irish churches. The second station will be Ireland's own answer to 
Cross Rhythms in the UK. 


ICB know the potential legal problems that these relays cause for the 
Christian radio stations in the UK that they re-broadcast and they are 
committed to replacing these re-broadcasts with their own programming 
as soon as it is financially and practically possible to do so. It is 
also now clear that they would need to do this in order to have any 
hope of obtaining any sort of terrestrial licence in Ireland.

Hello all, I finally remembered to check 5945 before 1500 today. The 
transmitter went on some time before 1450 with a bang and a continuous 
tone for a minute or so. Then from about 1450 CIS tones. Turning up 
the volume, I noted Radio Rossii in the background. Comparison with 
other Radio Rossii channels showed a perfect synchronism with 5905. 
Searching for spurious products, I found these, as could now be 
expected, on 5865 and 5985, both carrying a mix of BFBS2 and Radio 
Rossii. Since the shortwave broadcast activities from Kaliningrad 
(Bolshakovo) according to previous information have been discontinued, 
5905 in all likelihood now originates from St. Petersburg (Popovka) 
using a 147 degree beam. The intermodulation spurs are also typical of 
Popovka. The signal strengths of 5905 and 5945 were about equal. I 
also listened to 13720 this morning - weak but listenable at 0215, 
only a trace of a fluttery carrier at 0500 s/off (Olle Alm, Sweden, 14 
Feb 2003, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


I had the chance here near Copenhagen to monitor 5945 today as well. 

I switched on at 1452 and heard the same 6 seconds tones + 6 seconds 
pauses until 1500. The station was heard strongly with S 9 + 20 cB. 
The sun was still above the horizon here and the signal was too strong 
for a Mediterranean or a Middle East transmitter. At 1500 the BFBS

I wonder why location is being kept 'secret' - surely if the 
transmitters were going to be attacked the BBC's Arabic services are a 
more important target? The British government institutions seem to 
thrive on keeping as much information secret as they can (Noel R.

Why would the location of these transmissions be particularly 
sensitive? BFBS is a legitimate, public broadcaster, and there are no 
secrets about the location of British troops (Jerry Berg, USA,

Hello, perhaps you noted on my record that also yesterday the VoR 
interval signal was audible on 5945 immediately before the signal got 
wiped out by the much stronger Moosbrunn carrier. Now the next 
question would be about the reasons for selecting this site, since one 
would assume that this is a Merlin operation. And what about the not 
CIS-like audio processing, does it already SSVC itself (apparently a 
mere dynamics compression, hence the murky sound)? And for 13720 the 
spectrum of possible sites is of course also much broader than it 
appeared to be first; could be Popovka, too, could be some other site 
instead. 


I would like to question if really all shortwave transmissions from 
Bolshakovo were transferred to other sites. Just yesterday I tuned

Environmentalists say communications towers kill millions of 
migratory birds a year, but the agency won't take action.

Concerned that thousands of new communications towers being built 
across the gulf coast are killing migratory birds, a trio of 
environmental organizations sued the Federal Communications Commission 
Thursday. 


They want the FCC to stop new towers in a 100-mile-wide belt, from the 
southern tip of Texas to Tampa Bay, until the impact on the migratory 
bird population has been assessed and an effort made to halt or make 
up for the deaths. 


Every fall, 100-million birds from across the eastern United States 
migrate across the Gulf of Mexico in search of warmer weather in South 
America. Every spring they return, making a second arduous journey 
across the water. 


On both trips, they collide with nearly 6,000 communications towers 
that line the gulf coast. 


Attracted by a tower's flashing lights, the disoriented birds fly in 
circles until they smack into the tower, its guy wires or the ground. 
One tower near Tallahassee has killed more than 44,000 birds. 


"It's a wonder they get through at all," said Gavin Shire of the 
American Bird Conservancy, which filed the lawsuit in Washington with 
Friends of the Earth and the Forest Conservation Council. 


Nationwide, federal wildlife officials blame towers for killing at 
least 5-million birds a year, perhaps as many as 50-million. 


Studies have suggested that changing the lights' color or pattern of 
flashing might make the towers less likely to confuse birds, but no 
federal agency has mandated such a change. 


The towers are built with permission of the FCC. Federal agencies are 
supposed to comply with the law requiring environmental impact 
statements. But the FCC says virtually all towers "have no 
significant" environmental effect (via Terry L. Krueger, FL, DXLD, who

HIGH-DEFINITION AM AND FM RADIO COMING SOON

Now hear this: You've heard about HDTV - high-definition digital 
television. Now radio broadcasters hope you'll get excited about 


digital HD Radio, coming soon to car and home radios. 


This year, radio broadcast groups and stations in 40 large, midsize 
and small markets (not including Hartford) will begin broadcasting 
using iBiquity's HD Radio technology. The promise with digital HD will 
be much improved sound on FM and AM bands, and new features crafted to 
your needs. 


How it works: Formerly called IBOC (for in-band/on-channel), HD Radio 
is both sophisticated and simple, promising an easier transition for 
broadcasters and consumers than the shift from black-and-white to 
color TV. 


Unlike the 100-channel, satellite-fed XM and Sirius pay radio 
services, created with new frequencies and billions of dollars of 
infrastructure, HD Radio signals will "piggyback" on a broadcaster's 
existing frequency and antenna. A station would spend as little as 
$50,000 to implement a digital feed, and the consumer would need only 
new gear (and pay no monthly fees) to receive it. 


The Federal Communications Commission approved HD Radio for the FM 
band in October, after determining that the new, digital broadcast 
streams wouldn't interfere with other forms of wireless communication. 


HD radios are actually dual-format tuners, designed to shift 
seamlessly from digital to analog transmission in fringe reception 
areas. 


What will we hear? The core promise of digital radio is a signal free 
of hiss and distortion and with significantly higher fidelity. The 90 
plus-kilobit-per-second HD FM data stream should deliver "CD-quality 
sound," say format backers. HD AM, with a 30 plus-kilobit-per-second 
data stream, could attain "FM quality sound." 


Back in 60 seconds: HD radio will still rely on hyperbolic commercials 
to pay the freight. So there will still be a place for those premium- 
quality, commercial-free digital pay radio services from Sirius and XM 
for people who don't want to give up 22 minutes an hour to advertising 
barrages and who are looking for a pure, focused approach to music 
(and talk channel) programming.
